Stirgeon General Van Ileypon of tho 


navy suid that his only information con- 
cerning tho yellow fever situation had 
beeu obtained from the newspaper*, 
and he did not f«4 disposed to discus.t 
the outlook. Be, like Dr.™ Sternbe.ru, 
was convinced tliat the epidemic was 
the result of some (angibio cause, but 
in the absence of more detailed infor- 
mation he would offer no theories as to 
what that cause might be. Asked if he 
did not think it might be duo to the 
presence of the old bpani&h ship, Keina 
Mercedes, at the Morfolk navy yurd, be 
replied emphatically iu the negative.

yard. The yard would, of emirs*, bn 
quarantined, and ho thought thla course 
would bo sufficient to protect it against 
infection. 


The ironclad monitors' Terror and

yard, atd while no olVieiiu declaration 
is made as to the depimmei.t'.s policy 
with jrofercnco to llicm, it is quite gen- 
erally understood that they will be re- 
moved in case their crews should ap- 
pear to be endangered by iho situation, 
it is quite well nndi-THtood that, iu pnch 
emergencies the navy department pays 
liltla heed to tho quarantine regula- 
tions, nnd would not hesitate to sena 
the ships ont, bound for a northern 
port, notwithstanding local quarantine 
restrictions. The fact is recalled that 
two years ago Commander Bradford 
had a clash with the local health au- 
thorities in a Florida port, and after 
some parleying, without avail, he set- 
tled the question by getting under 
steam and going ahead.

jnt unless the epidemic should spread 
to that city, work will not be stopped 
oa her. 


In connection with the fever outbreak 
Le fact is recalled that the town of 
Hampton depends upon shallow wells 
'or its water supply, but both Drs 
Sternberg and Van' Eeypen agree that 
while this circumstance might be ob 
[actionable frcm a sanitary point of 
view, generally it could not be held re- 
sponsible for any sudden outbreak of 
fever like that reported.

They say that while quite a little gold 
has of late been paid ont by the bank?, 
it has soon f ouad its way back to the 
bank vaults. People in this pirt of the 
country have never used enough gold to 
become accustomed to it, 'and prefer 
billSi to which they are used, as more! 
"convenient' to handle.

Within tlie last year' a considerable 


ataount of gold has been put in circula- 
tion;in; this city. Two years ago there 
was scarcely any to be kad. A year sgo 
quite a little was jjut out, and within 
the ,lagt six months still more has' been 
started on its travels. When the banks 
have been a little short, for the time 
being, of paper, they have, put qutcoin. 
In some instances, especially recently, 
portions of the shoe shop pay rolls have 
been made up in the yellow coin. 


People complain that small gold 


pieces are easily paid out by aistake in- 
stead of small fractional coins, .and for 
that reason when offered gold frequent- 
ly ask for paper instead. 


A bank man'who has spent consider- 


able time on tho Pacific coast comments 
on the difference between the East and 
the far West in this respect. Iu Califor- 
nia and neighboring states whore the 
people are accustomed to "hard money," 
they prefer ifc to paper and it is almost 
entirely used.

Glacier Streams of Iceland. 


All the glacier streams of Iceland, 


says the Geographical Journal possess 
the common characteristics of carry- 
ing down large quantities of pebbles 
and clay ami of spreading out over the 
lowlands in a network of anastomos- 
ing channels, (iouerally they emerge 
from their parent Glaciers with a 
pietty steep fall and gather heavy 
burdens of pebbles and debris from the 
moraines—so heavy, indeed, that when 
the strength of the current diminishes 
the stream cannot carry its load but 
diops it. The river bed thus gets chok- 
ed up, tue c-urrout divides. The strong- 
est branches force their way through 
the debrlw, encounter fresh obstacles, 
run into one another, coalesce with 
other branches, gain accessions of 
power, once more burst through the 
deposits of gravel, send off small side 
arms, again diminish in volume, and 
so go through urn-casing struggle be- 
tween the glacial torrents arid the 
masses of gravelly debris, giving rise 
to an incessantly changing network 
of Interconnected channels. 


One day a river branch vllfbe swol- 


len to the dimensions of a dangerous 
river, the next day it will contract to 
the compass of an Inslgnliicent rivulet. 
A minute often suttiee** to cause a stop- 
l>a?e, a dnisioii of the current, the 
I'arviug out of a new bed. Some of 
these streams become dammed up un- 
til they form lakes, which overflow 
and inundate mnny square miles of the 
adlacent country. Some cut out such 
deep channels through the glacier de- 
bris that they do not shift their course 
for many years. One of these glacier 
torrents, tbeiefore, often presents a 
picture of au extremely complicated 
network of hundreds of branches, iu- 
dosiiiir between them a multitude of 
Islands of clny nud sand, which are 
equally as variable as the rivers theiii- 
seVvos 
It may be acepted as au ta- 


rarinblc law uith regard to the glacial 
•.tronuis of Iceland that they never 
»nipty themselves into the deep fjords. 
In ali cases where they formerly did so 
the fjords have become choked wtih 
sand, gravel and clays.

^HOPE TO END SMELTER STRIKE 


Gweral Aillne Is Reported to Hire Slid;

'The fteirfaud For an Eight-Hour D*y 


Recognized By the 'Board-Believ- 
ed That the Men Will Accept the 
Report—Gen. Axllne Pleased With 
Situation in Cleveland. 
Cleveland, O-, Aug. 1.—Preparations 


are making for the withdrawal of 
troops called out on account of the 
street railway strike. Anticipating that 
the City Council would take some ac- 
tion toward the appointment of a f>uf- 
flelent number of special patrolmen, 
Gen. Axline lias relieved two of the 
companies trpru strike duty. The com- 
panies relieved are local organisations, 
because Gen. Axllne wants to have 
them within easy reach in case they 
are needed again. 


"I am pleaded with the blluation," 


said Gen. Axline, "but do not deem it 
wise to send away any of the outside 
companies, which It would be bard to 
recall. Tbat will be done later. We 
are not going to leave the people of 
Cleveland In the lurch, and the troops 
will be withdrawn gradually, but at 
the same time arrangements should 
be made v for handling the situation 
when the state troops are gone. I do 
not believe the strikers were the di- 
rect cause of the violence, and think 
the violence has spent Itself, but still 
we must be ready for new outbreaks." 


Rioting broke out again in the Polish 
settlement at the South End. Mobs 
fought with the soldiers and police. 
The troops did good service In dl«- 
perhlng the crowds. Three arrests 
•were made The Adjut-General Kays 
that the only way In which those dtftl- 
rttitiep ca"u be stopped will be by 'de- 
claring hi:irtlul law. 


If niarthil law it, declared It \\iil re- 


quire the pieejence of about 4,000 troops 
In the city. The soldiers would then 
be ordered to do regular police tlutj-. 
Orders would be Issued that after a 
certain hour In the evening every one 
must keep off the sheets.

Strike Will be Settled. 


Denver, Col., Aug. 1.—It now only re* 


mains fo'- the managers >t the Trust 
smelters and the men to get together 
and accept the recommendations of the 
State Board of Arbitration, and the 
big mills that have been Idle for nearly 
t\\o months will be In operation again. 
The repoit of the State Board of Ar- 
bitintion was filed tills morning. It Is 
a voluminous document, and deals with 
the conditions at the smelters here and 
at Pueblo. It is diplomatically word- 
ed, and recommends that concessions 
be made by both men and managers. 


The demand for an eight-hour day Is 


recognized and the promise of a scale 
of wages for eight and ten hours is 
recommended. The Board, in picpar- 
ing the scale, has hit a medium be- 
tween the wages demanded by the 
men'and the scale offered by £Be man- 
agers. For in&tance, on the eight-hour 
basis, the union demand was, $2.40 for 


« furnace men and the managers' scale 


provided $2. The Board of Arbitration 
recommended-$2,20. * So along through 
the list of the several classes of labor 
the Board cuts the union scale and ad- 
vances <tne managers' scale. 


A scale for ten hours, is also present- 


ed, showing sfnfilar advances over the 
managers'" scale.

San Francisco,, Ctl., Aug. 1.—Advices 


from Seoul, the capital of Corea, fclve 
the details of a series of dynamite out- 
tagm there, evidently the M-ork of a 
baud of conspirators whose head 1» 
Prince Pak Tung Hyo, and wbo»« ef- 
fortH were directed to demolishing the 
homes of the Premier and members of J 
the royal household department About 
half-past tea one night, early in July, 
the city of Seoul was .thrown Into a 
state of gieat excitement by six ter- 
rific explosions, 


An Investigation disposed the fact 


that attempts had been made to weak 
vengeance on Sin Ko Kin, the pre«ent 
Premier: Pak-Kl-Yang, and Pak-Chung 
Yong, nieinbeis of the household de- 
partment, by blowing up their resi- 
dences. 


The explosions were repeated in dif- 


ferent parts of the city, the last being 
In the house of Prince Pak, which de- 
molished a part of the building, In- 
juring two coolies. 


Police investigations In the latter 
case led to the arrest of seventeen per- 
sons, of whom six were women. Two 
of those ai rested were the injured 
coolies and to the astonishment of the 
police it was discovered that they had 
made the bombs used in the outrage 
In the house of Prince Pak, and were 
engaged iin making more-when the 
explosion occurred. 


Of the other fifteen one has confess- 


ed that the whole of the plot was 
hatched at the house of Prince Pak 
Yung Hyo, and that some of the men 
who are under arrest are the men who 
have been laying the bclubs about In 
the streets.

BOOTBUACK PROFITS 


Some of the Stands In City Building* 


Iu An Enormous Revenue, 


The profits of city bootblacks must 


be great when for the pri\lli»gc of 
operating ten chairs, the agent of it 
new building In New York thinks that 
$3,000 a year is not an excessive sum. 
Somebody has estimated that every 
one of the ten boorblacks employed 
would have to shine forty pairs of 
shoes a day at the rate of five cents 
to make the privilege profitable. It 
must be remembered that the bhlne 
is only a small share of the bootblack's 
work to-day. Omitting such luxuries 
a« extra shines, oiling and other ex- 
travagances, the average price during 
bix months of the year Is ten cents for 
the 
bootblack's 
services. Some of 


their attentions to light-colored leather 
shoes amount to 25 cents and patent 
leathers at all times of the year can 
be biought up to nearly the same 
figure when all the resources of the 
bootblack are brought to bear on them. 
Beyond these conventional attentions 
theifo He other fields of profit. One of 
the nicn who controls half a dozen 
bootblucking places In New York 
reached such piosperity that he was 
able to buy out the manufactory from 
which an Important part of his nm- 
tct'ifils were supplied, and he has com- 
bined successfully the two enterprises. 
The rents which the men are able to 
pay seem 
sometimes astonishingly 


large But the person who estimates 
the takings of these places on the 
Tmsis of five cents from every customer 
Is likely to underrate the possible 
profits.

Gen. Sternberg. who is a yellow fever 
expert of international reputation, as- 
sured Snreeou-General Wyman that 
the War Department would #ive all 
assistance possible,

ALGER MAKES^STATEMENT. 


g*y» That Charge* A^uliut War De- 


partment Are False. 


Washington, Angr. 1.—One of the last 


official acts of, Sccietury Alger, who 
has relinquished Lis portfolio, WOK. to 
'prepare a xtateuieut covering several, 
matters regarding the conduct of the 
war which has been the subject of 
crlfldsni !n the public press, particular- 
ly "with reference to the appointment 
of staff officers in the volunteer army. 
The statement follows: 


"I am led to make the following 
statements on account of th'e many 
criticisms which have been made by 
the public press, and especially on ac- 
count of a recent article ™ hicb appear- 
ed in the London Times containing as- 
sertions which have no foundation in 
truth. 


"At the coinmepcement of the war 


with Spain, and for several jears prior 
to that time, the regular army con- 
sisted of only 2.">,000 men, with the 
minimum number of officers prescribed 
by law. The Mtuaiion can be partial- 
lyapl'reelated when It is remembered, 
that, within sixty days from the fle- 
claratlori of Avar, the strength of the 
army \vas Increased to 275.000 men, 
and everything for the equipment of 
this great force, including clothing, 
tents, transportation, medical supplies, 
camps and camp equipage, and all that 
pertains to eqiuplug an army for ser- 
vice had to be manufactured, ti-ans- 
ported and distributed for us>e. 


"From the^staternent referred to, the 
public might be led to belie\e that tue 
"volunteer army A\as officered by men 
selected through political Influence by 
the Secretory of War, by special favor 
and without any regard to fitness for 
the duties they were to perform. 
> 


"As Is well known, the volunteer 


force, with the exception of three regi- 
ments of engineers three regiments of 
cavalry and ten regiments of Immune 
Infantry, i^as made up of regiments 
from the various States, the officers of 
which \\er«» all appointed exclusively 
by the Governors of the respective 
States from which the regiments came, 
and any officer found unfitted for ser- 
vice and discharged •was leplaeed by 
another 
In the same ninuner. The 


President had no voice or control in 
the matter. 


"The returns of the volunteer army 


show that in August, 1808, there were 
207,244 eulKted men and 8,185 officers 
in those regiments. This, with 
the 


regular army recruited up to the war 
strength, inade an aggregate force of 
about 275,000 officers and men. The 
volunteer officers appointed by the 
President numbered, all told, 1,032. Of 
this number 441 were taken from the 
regular army and f>91 from civil life." 


"The scarcity of regimental officers 


in the regular ""service, owing to ap- 
pointments in the volunteers, special 
recruiting and mustering details, had 
so reduced their number that to have 
taken a larger number for service with 
the volunteers would have seriously 
impaired the efficiency of the regular 
regiments. 


"It has been stated, and repented 


many times, that the Secretary of War 
made tlie appointments, when the truth 
is that few were made upon bis lecom- 
memlntion, although be caused the en- 
tire list, with the recommendations, to 
be compiled and placed before the 
President for his select ion. I would 
be only too glad to have had the honor 
to have made these appointments No 
better, no more loyal or more pntiiotie 
set of men. as a whole, ever served 
their country, and their appointments 
were a credit,jiot only to the appoint- 
ing power, but to the country they 
sen ed.

At dawn, the shrieks and 
cries of a man in agony aroused the 
inmates of the camp, .who ran out to 
learn the cause. 


"The man was gesticulating wildly 


and calling for help, while he squirmed 
and writhed and' slapped his face and 
neck and chest and legs in a mad ef- 
fort to slap himself all over at once, 
lie was standing m the midst of an 
army of ants^and was too distracted 
with pain to run away. Then he did 
exactly what a. panther or a leopard 
does when he Is being' overcome. The 
man threw himself to the ground to 
roll his tormentor to death. A single 
active white man could have saved the 
poor wretch, but the stupefied "bare- 
legged coolies, d,ared not, or thought 
not of rescue, Awhile the victim himself 
wws too crazed with agony to seek 
other • than instant relief.

Glacier Streams of Iceland. 


All the glacier streams of Iceland, 


says the Geographic.il Journal possess 
the common characteristics of carry- 
ing down larpe quantities of pebbles 
and claj and oi spreading out over the 
low lands In a network of anastomos- 
ing channels. Generally they emerge 
from their parent Glaciers with a 
pietty steep fall and gather heavy 
burdens of pebbles and debris from the 
moraines—so beu\y, indeed, that when 
the strength of tlie current diminishes 
the stream cannot i'uiry its load but 
drops it. The river bed thus gets chok- 
ed up, the current divides The fitrong- 
eht bunches force theii way through 
the debris, encounter fresh obstacles, 
jun into one- another, coalesce with 
other biaueliPb, gain accessions of 
power, once more burnt through the 
deposits of gravel, send off small side 
arms, again (Imiini&h in volume, and 
s>o go tlnougli uuceubing struggle be- 
tueen tlie glacial toneuts and the 
masses of gnnelly debiis. giving rise 
to an incessantly changing network 
of interconnected channels. 


One day a river branch will be swol- 


len to tlie dimensions of a dangerous 
rher, the next day it will coniruct to 
the compass of an insignlficeut rivulet. 
A minute often suffices to cause a stop- 
page, a division of the current, the 
caning oul of a. new bed 
Some of 


these streams become dammed up un- 
til they form hikes, v hich overflow 
and Inundate mnuj bqnave rulles of the 
adjacent country. Some cut out such 
deep channels through the glueler de- 
bris that they do not shift their course 
for many years. One of these glacier 
torrents, therefore, often presents a 
picture of an extremely complicated 
network of hundreds ot brunches, in- 
closlnc between them a multitude of 
islands of clny and sand, which are 
equally as variable as the rivers them- 
selves 
It may be aceptetl as an in- 


variable law with regard to the glacial 
streams of Iceland th.'it they never 
empty themselves into the deep fiords. 
In uli cases where they formerly did so 
the fjords have become choked wtih 
sand, gra-s el and clays.

shares and over. The above holdings 
lepresentbolh common and preferred 
stocks.
